$77 Billion 
1960 Budget 
To Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Prest- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
will send the new U5, Congress 
a 1960 budget balanced = at 
around $77,000 million. 

In an unprecedented am 
nouncement of intentions in ad- 
vance of formal submission of 
the budget, Eisenhower said In 
a statement that he conten, 
plates “higher expenditures 
than ever before in time of 
peace for national defense.” 

Some domestic programs, he 
said, will continue at record 
levels but others will “be held 
at varying leveis” consistent 
with the public interest. 

The budget, the President 
said, will not call for general 
tax increases but will look to 
increased receipts through 
higher postage rates and gaso- 
line (petrol) taxes and through 
imposing some new user 
charges for government serv- 
ices, 

The budget for the fiscal year 
beginning next July | compares 
with expected expenditures of 
around $80,000 million this 
year. 

The Budget will go to the U.S 
Congress, Eisenhower said, soon 
after the middie of January. 
Congress meets Jan. 7 

Defense spending in the cur 
rent fiseal vear is estimated at 
540.800 million, and there has 
been speculation it may rise to 
$42,000 million in the new vear.

Chiang Hints 
At Quitting 
Post in 1960 


TAIPEI (UPI) — President 
Chiang Kai-shek indicated for 
the first time Tuesday that he 
will step down as head of the 
Nationalist Chinese Government 
when his present term ends in 
1960, 


The indication was made in 
his speech to a Mainland Re- 
covery Planning Board meet 
ing. 

He told the group that he op- 
poses any move to change the 
Constitution so that a man can 
remain in the presidential of- 
fice more than two terms. 


The Constitution allows two 
six-year terms. Chiang'’s second 
term expires May 19, 1960. 

The consensus in Taipei Tues- 
day was that Vice President 
Chen Cheng, who is also the No. 
2 man in the ruling Kuomin- 
tang (Nationalist Party), will 
be chosen to succeed the aging 
generalissimo, 

Gen. Chiang Ching-kuo, the 
hard working elder son of the 
President and a rising political 
figure In the Nationalist politi- 
cal scene, has giso been con- 
sidered as a corntemfes, 


Tf Chiang ‘reli h the

But CRiang also said the Na- 
tional Assemblymen have the 
consfitutional right to amend 
the Constitution and he would 
not dare to interfere.

Japan yesterday proposed to 
the United States that formal

The proposal was. made by 
Foreign Vice Minister Hisanari 
Yamada to U.S. Ambassador 
Dougias MacArthur II, 

According to informed sources, 
Yamada suggested that the nego- 
tiations be conducted on the 
basis of a Japanese share of 
¥18,600 million and. that the 
general reduction formula be 
applied. 

Japan wants to see a broad 
agreement reached before Tues- 
day when the Government's 
final 1959 fiscal budget draft is 
due to be decided, Yamada told 
the American ambassador, ac- 
cording to the informants. 

Yamada talked to MacArthur 
after Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi, Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama and Finance Minister 
Kisaku Sato discussed the prob- 
lem earlier in the day. 

It Was understood that the 
United States, in the prelimi 
nary talks so far, asserted that 
the negotiations on the defense 
cost share should be conduct- 
ed on the basis of ¥21,600 milk

Japan Could 
Have Drafted 
Constitution 


Kenzo Takayanagi, head of 
the Constitution Research Coun- 
cil mission which returned to 
Tokyo yesterday after a one- 
month trip to the United States, 
said yesterday that if Japan had 
presented a draft of a new Con- 
stitution in the immediate post- 
War period, America would not 
have presented its own draft. 


He also revealed that Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur § informed 
the mission that he felt Japan 
should take any steps neces 
sary to protect itself from 
attack, and such steps are not 
contrary to the “no war” art 
cle of the Constitution. 


Takayanagi said that his four- 
man mission to the United 
States had learned that the U.S. 
had planned: before the war's 
end to revise the Japanese 
Constitution. 


He said the Americans had 
decided on a number of demo- 
cratic basic principles upon 
which to base a new 
Constitution. 


Therefore, he said, if Japan 
had immediately revised the 
Constitution incorporating these 
principles, the United States 
would not have submitted its 
own draft. 


Takayanagi said the U.S, had 
decided before the end of the 
war that the Emperor system 
would be retained. 


But there was opposition from 
some U.S. quarters and some 
Allied nations, he added. 


He said it was MacArthur's 
decision which led to the final 
emmatie§ that the Emperor be re- 
tained

Kt is now 
up to various ministries to stu- 
dy the draft and start applying 
pressure for a large chunk of 
the budget cake. 

Fukuda said he realized that 
the party must live up to its 
election campaign promises of 
last spring for lower taxes, bet- 
ter roads and improved port 
facilities. 

He emphasized that as a par- 
ty man he was not entirely 
satisfied with the work of Sato 
and the Finance Ministry. He 
added that the party would 
have to negotiate with the Gov- 
ernment on three problems in 
particular: 

1) The seale of budget allo- 
cations for agriculture-forestry 
projects; 2) the relationship be- 
tween the finances of prefectur- 
al governments and the Central 
Government, and 3) afforesta- 
tion and flood control measures. 

Asanuma did not list his com- 
plaints—but he pointed to the 
suggested budget increase of 
“more than ¥200,000 million if 
the Government’s investment 
and loan program is included.” 

And that increase, Asanuma 
said, “is mainly due to increased 
appropriations for defense pur- 
poses.” He denounced as “too 
meager” allocations in the field 
of social security, assistance to 
the poor and measures to aid 
smaller enterprises. 

The. proposed tax reduction 
was too small compared with 
the election campaign . promises 
of the Tories, Asanuma con- 
tinued. He also called for 
higher pension spendings and 
more money to improve roads 
and ports.

It provides for a ¥55,000 million 
tax cut, establishment of a2 na- 
tional annuity system at an ini- 
tial cost ¥10,600 millien 
and a highway improvement 
and expansion program that 
will cost ¥1,000,000 million over

Multilanguage 


Dictionary 


Compiled by Times on Sale 


Something of a landmark has been established in the history 
of Japanese lexicography by the publication of a six-language 
dictionary which was placed on the market this week, 


It was complied by The Japan 


Hara Shobo of Tokyo. 

With Japanese as the base 
language, the dictionary offers 
counterparts in each of the 
five other languages, English, 
German, French Russian and 
Chinese, for approximately 10; 
000 Japanese entries, which are 
Romanized and accompanied by 
“kanji” wherever needed, 

Except in a few instances 
only one meaning is given for 
each Japanese word, This 
necessarily limits the depth of 
the dictionary, but for ready 
references it should serve a 
highly useful purpose for scho- 
lars, travelers, journalists, 
traders, writers and others in- 
terested in languages. A 100K 
at any page shows the close 
affinity between Japanese and 
Chinese, when written, and 
among English, French, Ger- 
man and often even Russian. 

A good one-fourth of the 
682-page volume consists of ap- 
pendices. Appendix I contains 
thumb-nail grammars for the 
five foreign languages. Appen- 
dix If consists of numbers, 
months, days of the week, geo- 
graphical names and other tabl- 
es in six languages. And the 
final portion of the appencices 
offers a collection of simple but 
useful sentence examples for 
conversation — basic essentials 
for getting along in foreign 
countries. 

Although the dictionary is 
edited primarily for Japanese, 
it may be also readily used by 
an English-speaking person. 
This is made possible by the 
index of English words found 
at the end of the volume. 

The Japan Times Six-Langu- 
age Dictionary is priced at 
¥1,500 per copy.

Gov't Warned 
On Continued 
Misspending | 


The Board of Audit has warn- 
ed A number of Government 
agencies against the continued 
misspending of a large amount 
of the taxpayers’ money, al- 
though such misuse of funds 
through irregularities or negli- 
gence has shown a marked de- 
crease. 


The warning was issued Mon- 
day in an official. audit report 
on the Government's overall 
settlement of accounts for the 
fiecal 1957 year, ended last 
March 31. The report was re 
leased to the public Monday 
simultaneously with its submit- 
tance to the Diet, 

According to. the report, 
actual revenues for fiscal 1957 
totaled ¥1,399,800 million. and 
expenditures ¥1,187,600 million 
in the general account. The 
totals were ¥2,376,200 million 
and ¥72,139,300 million, respec- 
tively, in the special account. 

Out of such spendings, 501 


cases, aggregating ¥1,500 mil- 
lion in amount, were deemed 
“improper” and correction of 
the situation was ordered, 


ly with the preceding year’s 
1,128 cases of misspending or 
¥2,500 million in amount. The 
auditors laid the marked de- 
crease to the fact that Govern 
ment subsidies had been trim- 
med in both variety and 
amount. But misuses involving 
subsidies were still at a relative- 
ly high level. 

Conspicuous on the misspend- 
ing list were careless rocket 
and aircraft purchases by the 
Defense Agency, preventable 


overtax reimbursements due to 
slow procedures by the Finance 
| Ministry, excessive agricultural 
and related construction out- 
lays by the Agriculture-Fores- 
try Ministry, and loose con- 
struction spending by the Con- 
struction Ministry. As for the 
Japanese National Railways, 
there was misspending due ta 
delayed installation of electric 
fans on JNR trains and em- 
hbezzliement by a Kagoshima rail- 
way official. 

Standing out among the cases 
of misappropriation was the 
Defense Agency's advance pay- 
ment of more than ¥22 million 
to the Giovanni Stacchini firm 
of Rome, an Italian weapons 


a set of air-to-air guided missiles 
and their launching facilitiés, 
worth some ¥47 million. The 
Italian firm reportedly was de- 
clared bankrupt thereafter and 
the advance payment became 
dificult to reclaim, indicating 
Defense Agency negligence in 
insuring the safety of such pay- 
ments. 

The Defense Agency was also 
accused of overpaying ¥22 mil- 
lion when it purchased ¥330 
million worth of jet training 
plane parts from the Fuji Heavy 
Industry Co. of Japan in 1957, 
The overpayment resulted when 
¥117 million worth of gauges 
and other measuring  instro- 
ments included in the order 
could not be directly purchased 
from their producers at the ori- 
ginal budgeted prices.

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Atomic Energy Report 

In its annual report, the Atomic Energy Commission 
of Japan has surveyed the progress of Japan’s atoms-for- 
peace program mainly in the year 1957. 

The publication of annual reports, of which the re- 
cent issue is still only the second in a series, is to be ap- 
preciated, inasmuch as atomic energy deserves more at- 
tention in view of the scarcity of fuel resources in this 


country. 


One important feature of the report, which has been 
published just in time for the compilation of the next fiscal 
budget, is its explanation on how the budget was used in 
the atoms-for-peace program in 1957. 

It says a total of ¥9,000 million or about two and 
a half times more than the previous year was spent on 


atomic energy during fiscal 1957. 


The budget for the cur- 


rent fiscal year is ¥11,174,181,000, 

Although the atomic energy program of this country 
is expected to grow year after year,.the magnitude of 
Japanese efforts is certainly far smaller than those of 


other advanced countries. 


Comparison with the United States and the United 
Kingdom shows the Japanese expenditure to be only a 
very small fraction of the budget of those countries, al- 
though the latter budgets include military uses of atomic 
energy. ‘The budgets of West Germany and Canada also 


dwarf Japan's expenditure. 


We do not know what portion of the new fiscal budget 
will be allocated to the atomic energy program and we do 


not intemal here to mix our voice in the matter. 


We know, 


however, that any possible increase of appropriations will 
net basically alter the pattern of comparison mentioned 


above. 


- 


The fundamental problem for Japan is, therefore, how 
the limited fund can be used efficiently to attain the best 


possible results. 


More research is needed rather in terms 


of good planning than in terms of concrete scientific in- 


vestigation. 


The official report stresses the need to subsidize the 
research efforts of private enterprises in reactor engineer- 
ing and radiology. And it proceeds to say that Japan should 
develop its own atomic technology, though it may involve 


expenditure and research over 
The basic idea is perhaps correct.

specific fields of concentration in the research effort, be- 
cause in some cases introduction of foreign technique may 
have obvious advantages.

Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) 

A recent Education Ministry 
survey noted that a total of 
223,000 primary and secondary 
school children staved away 
from school for long periods in 
the 1957 school year. Of these, 
115,000 were primary school 
children, School absence was re- 
markably widespread in the pre- 
fectures of Tokushima, Fuku- 
oka, Chiba, Aomori, Nara and 
Iwate. Greatly responsible for 
this is the fact that the parents 
can not afford to send their 
children to school. It is inevit- 
able that absence from school 
often leads to delinquency.

‘Trotskyites’ Among Leninists , 


Recalcitrant Student Communists Embarrass and Anger JCP 


Two notable phenomena 
marked the 1958 activities of the 
Japanese Communist Party 
(JCP). One is the Seventh 
Party Congress held during the 
summer after a long and an- 
guished postponement, and the 
ovher is the problem of the 
youthful rebels within its ranks 
—the rash and radical student 
members who control Zengaku- 
ren, 

For the ruffian-turned-gentle- 
man JCP, which has professed 
that its final goal may be. at 
tained by “peaceful means,” its 
unpeaceful son was a source of 
not only embarrassment but 
also of fury. What the “spoiled 
child” is doing, in other words, 
has a damaging effect on the 
reputation the reformed “fa- 
ther” has been trying to build 
for the last three years. And 
when the son shows no sign of 
behaving himself, the father has 
to disown him in order to pro- 
tect himself. 

As may be the case with the 
youth of any country afflicted 
with revolutionary fervor, radl- 
ca. students of Japan, many of 
them card-carrying JCP mem- 
bers, were never quite satisfied 
with the 1955 about-face of the 
JCP which renounced the “left 
wing adventurism” of the pre 
yious years. 

Militant Campaign 

Furthermore, the student 
Communists did not appreciate 
the meek way in which the JCP 
toed the Moscow line enunciat- 
ed at the 20th Party Congress of 
1956 concerning the approach to 
socialism, Thus unmindful of the 
softer policy of the JCP, Zen- 
gakuren leaders carried on 
openly militant campaigns 
against the conservative Gov- 
ernment and the Free World, 
concentrating their efforts on 
anti-US. base and antinuclear 
weapons agitations, often using 
physical violence. This year, 
they were given new materials 
to exploit: the teachers’ effici- 
ency rating and police bil con- 
troversies. 

The anti-JCP leadership mood 
of Zengakuren reached its peak 
on June 1, 1958, when about 
120 delegates held a conference 
at the Yovogi headquarters of 
the JCP. The meeting, the JCP 
decreed, was to be presided 
over not by a student but by an 
officer of its own Youth Coun- 
termeasure Department. 

This the proud students took 
as a supreme insult. Denounc- 
ing the policy as “bureaucratic 
and authoritarian,” they man- 
handled the Party-sent official 
in a most uncivil manner. Al 
though the “bourgeois” press 
took little no«ce of this affair 
at that time, the JCP considered 
it a serious challenge to its 
authority. Its reaction ‘was 
firm, if not entirely swift. 

Offenders Listed 

On Juty 17, the JCP announc- 
ed a list of offenders and their 
penalties, as meted out by the 
Central Committee: expulsion 
for Zengakuren chairman Ken- 
ichi Kayama and two others, 
one-year suspension of mem- 
bership rights for six, and six- 
month suspension for seven. 
The announcement had the in- 
cidental effect of informing the 
otherwise uninformed  pubtiic 
that the top leadership of Zen- 
gakuren had consisted of Com- 
munists. 

The punitive policy was fol- 
lowed throughout the = latter 
part of this year. On Aug. 22

and Dee. 3, the JCP made 
similar disclosures, bringing the 
total of chastised Zengakuren 
men to 62, inchiding those who 
were merely given “warnings” 
and “reprimands.” 

In spite of the JCP’s ire over 
what it dramatically refers to 
as the “June 1 Affair,” the Zen- 
gakuren leaders have given no 
indication of mending their 
ways. Instead, they merely step- 
ped up thelr activities in the 
same direction. 

Obstruction Tactics 

On Sept. 9 in Tokyo, for in- 
stance, they physically  at- 
tempted to obstruct the moral 
education lecture program for 
public school teachers, held in 
the National Art Museum at 
Ueno. Some of these students 
threw themselves in the path 
of a bus bearing the school- 
teachers to stop it. In. the 
melee with police, 10 including 
one girl student were arrested, 
In a similar incident which oc- 
curred later in the same month 
at Nara, 19 were arrested and 
10 of them subsequently indict- 
ec, 

On Nov, 5, the student group 
was on hand at the Tokyo Sta- 
tion to take part In the railway 
workers’ union “strike” against 
the police duties bill, Here, 
they even held up the departure 
of.@ super-express. 

In the meantime, 
continued to excoriate the 
radical youths through its 
organ publications. In doing 
so, the JCP used the standard 
formula; to brand the in- 
transigent student Communists 
as Trotskyites, 

The first such condemnation 
came in the official statement by 
the JCP Control Committee, 
carried in the June 10-12 issues 
of the Akahata, In the August 
1958 issue of the monthly organ 
Zen-ei is found an unsigned 
article, which gives a doc 
trinaire tirade against the 
“sinister plot” of the Trotskyites 
within the JCP to overthrow 
the Party Central Committee 
under the subterfuge of elimi- 
nation of Stalinism. 

Stadent Cells 

More recently, the JCP car- 
ried an editorial on Nov. 13 
in its.daily organ Akahata, under 
the heading of “Fight the Pro- 
vocators Who Have Sneaked 
Into Student Movement.” In this 
editorial, the specific group 
dealt with is Tokyo's Hosei Uni- 
versity Cell No. 1. According 
to the Akahata, this cell dis- 
tributed at the Nov. 5 antipolice 
bill rally a handbill entitled “So- 
cialist Revolution” which, much 
to the annoyance of the JCP 
leadership, contained the follow- 
ing remark: 

“Now that the bourgeoisie is 
revealing its counter-revolution- 
ary fangs, a peaceful revolution 
is but an illusion. .The only

The Government at the spe- 
cial Cabinet session yesterday 
approved the Finance Ministry's 
budget draft for the fiscal 1959 
totaling ¥1,419,200 million.

Kishi himself has urged the 
jovernment and ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party leaders to 
make it possible for the Cabinet 
to approve the Government's 


budget draft before the turn 
of the year. 
During this one remaining 


week of 1958, the Finance Min- 
istry is sure to be bombarded 
with demands from all quarters 
for more appropriations, 
While it yet remains to be 
seen how the Government and 
reigning party leaders will 
pacify and adjust these de 
mands, Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi himself believes the 
completion of the Government's 
budget draft within this year 
should get priority attention

Berlin 


Again 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


It was evident from the begin- 
ning, that is to say since the 
first Soviet note on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, that the proposal about 
Berlin could not be and would 
not be accepted by the Western 
powers. The position of West 
Berlin as an island deep inside 
the Soviet zone of occupation 
is indeed, as Khrushchev in- 
sists, “abnormal.” 


But this abnormality derives 
from the fact that Berlin, the 
whole of it, was in the past and 
is bound again in the future to 
be the capital, not of East Ger- 
many or of West Germany, but 
of a reunited Germany. The 
Western rights and the Western 
obligations in Berlin rest firmly 
on this obligation to restore 
Berlin as the capital of Ger- 
many. 


The present situation of West 
Berlin is abnormal because the 
present division of Germany is 
abnormal. There is no way in 
which the situation can be nor- 
malized except by the reunifica- 
tion of Germany. Until that. is 
accomplished the Western allies 
are bound, as they have just 
said once more in Paris, to 
maintain their presence in Ber- 
lin. If they are to maintain 
their presence, they must have 
free access to West Berlin by 
road, rail, water, and air, 


The crucial question then is 
whether the future of Berlin 
can be discussed separately from 
the reunification of Germany— 
which is what Khrushchev 
seems to be proposing-—or only 
as part of the negotiations for 
an allGerman _ settlement— 
which is our position. The 
problem of the statesmen is to 
find some way of building a 
bridge of negotiation between 
these two positions. 

If this can be done at all 
under present conditions, it will 
come from the unwillingness of 
either side to let a collision with 


military violence 
around Berlin. But both sides 
have now gone very far in stak- 
ing their prestige. Assuming 
that by May or earlier the 
Soviet Government hands over 
its powers to the East German 
Government, the avoidance of a 
collision will depend on how 
Moscow instructs the East Ger- 
mans to exercise their powers. 
Moscow knows that a blockade, 
denying free access to West Ber- 
lin, will be resisted by the West. 
The question is whether East 
Germany—if and when it. is 
given the powers now exercised 
by the Soviet Government—will 
in fact use those powers to in- 
terfere with free access. 
. 7. * 

The best that could come of 
such a development would be a 
prolongation of the status quo 
in a condition of chronic crisis. 
The better way to prevent a 
collision in Berlin would be to 
set in motion a campaign for a 
settlement of the German ques- 
tion. This is, of course, easier 
said than done. For there is no 
such unanimity of opinion in 
the West on the German ques- 
tion as there is on not surrend- 
ering West Berlin. 

The time has not yet come 
for the Western powers to form 
a common policy on the reunifi- 
eation of Germany. There are 
too many in high places who do 
not really want a reunified Ger- 
many, and there are few, if any, 
in high places who are willing 
to pay the price of reunification. 
The air in the room in which 
we live is stale, and nobody is 
daring to open a window on the 
future. If one had to bet, it 
would be, I think, that on our 
side at least we shall not take 
the initiative and shall simply 
stand firm where we are, leav- 
ing the initiative to the Rus- 
sians.

Christmas celebrations in 
Mexico will, as usual, be focused 
on the “nacimientos” or cribs 
with the “posadas” (lodgings) 
playing the big role. 

The “nacimientos” are minia- 
ture portrayals of the scene in 
the stable in Bethlehem, with 
clay figures representing the 
Virgin Mary and Saint Joseph 
kneeling before the newborn 
Christ Child lying in a straw- 
filled manger. surrounded by 
the Magi, angels, shepherds and 
ail sorts of animals. 

The “countryside” around 
the stable is decorated with 
moss, toy trees, lakes, water- 
fails, river and such, made out 
of tin foll or of any other 
similar shiny material. 

The “posadas™ start on Dec. 
16 and end on Christmas Eve. 
The fun continues, however, 
through the New Year holiday 
until Jan. 6. These “posadas” 
are really parties with lots of 
dancing, drinking and eating. 
They are never a one-family af- 
fair, and they take place in @ 
different house every night. 

The procedure, however, fol- 
lows the same pattern each 
night. A procession is formed, 
usually on the patio or yard of 
the house offering the “posada.” 
All members of the procession 
carry lighted candles. A smail 
litter with clay figures of the 
Virgin Mary riding a donkey, 


and Saint Joseph and the 
angels following, leads the line. 

They march round the yard, 
singing carols and a Iiftany. 
Then they stop at the door of 
the house and, always singing, 
ask for lodging for Our Lady 
and Saint Joseph, People inside 
the house, also singing, refuse 
to open the door for fear they 
will be robbed, But finally they 
become convinced that the 
pligrims are worthy people and 
the doors are opened, Then all 
enter the house, and kneeling 
before the crib, pray and sing 
some more, 

These “posadas” are supposed 
to represent the journey of the 
Virgin Mary and St, Joseph to 
Bethlehem and their nightly 
search for a place to stay. 

After the procession, comes 
the breaking of a “pinata,”. a 
clay jar covéred with papier- 
mache figures depicting animals, 
birds, aircraft or other objects, 
and filled with sweets and 
fruit. They come in various 
sizes. 

Everyone goes outside again, 
A child or an adult is blind- 
folded, given a stick, turned 
round several times and sent 
off in the wrong direction to hit 
the “pinata.” hanging up out 
of reach and manipulated. by 
two people who see that it re- 
mains so. 

The adult, or child, is allowed 
three <ttempts to break the 
“pinata” with a stick. After a 
number of people have failed, 
the “pinata” is finally placed 
within reach of one of the 
blindfolded children, who, with

Church bells in the birthplace 
of Christ will this year once 
again peal out their Christmas 


message over lands torn by 
strife and hatred, 
Up and down the region 


where Christ was born, lived 
ari preached, jet aircraft are 
standing by to sow destruction:

For in the lands of the Bible, 
the Wise Mefi’s counsel remains 
unheeded, men of goodwill are 
hard to find and peace on earth 
seems more remote than ever. 

The very town of Bethlehem 
chosen as the site for the birth 
of the savior and Prince of 
Peace, today Hes in the desert 
kingdorn of Jordan, target of in- 
trigues and undercover designs 
hy hostile neighbors, a focal 
point of Middle-Eastern tensions. 

Yet, as midnight strikes and 
another Christmas Davy ix here,

Peddlers. wearing the. red 
tarboush (fez) are usuaily very 
much in evidence as they offer

The scene of contrasts extends 
to sound, too, when religious 
chanting, sobs, pravers and tne 
musical chimes of church belis 
are occasionally drowned by 
the noisy hooting of modern 
motorcars, 

Christmas Eve services in the 
Church of the Nativity, the 
oldest Christian church still in 
use, reach their climax in the 
Midnight Mass held on the very 
site of the first Christmas, 

This year again, like his 
predecessors down the ages, the 
celebrant at the mass will be 
Monsignor Alberto Gort, highest 
ranking Catholic prelate in the 
Holy Land and holder of the 
Crusaders title of Patriarch. 

In the early afternoon, on 
Dec. 24, the Patriarch attired in 
his rich robes of office and 
flanked by a resplendent en- 
tourage will lead a procession 
out from St. Stephen's gate in 
Jerusalem, past the garden of 
Gethsemane and across the bare 
hiiis and valleys of the Judaean 
desert, to Bethlehem, a distance 
of about seven miles. 

Through long double lines of 
Jordanian seldiers and white- 


robed priests, he will walk 
along the Manger Square, 
Crowds will. gather to watch 


him stoop to enter the little 
door, no more than a hole in 
the wall, which is the entrance 
to the fortress-like Basilica of 
the Nativity.

efika and ermine and wearing a 
gold, jeweled miter, will ascend 
his throne jin the . Catholic 
church of St. Catherine, part of 
the giant complex built over 
the ancient grotto of the 
nativity. 

Onee again, the ancient rites 
of the famitiar Christmas mass 
will move to their end amid 
clouds of fragrant incense. 

Once again, the Patriarch 
wilt lead the procession 
through the Church, and down 
the slippery stairs into the 
grotto of the nativity to carry 
the lifesize figure of the In- 
fant-Christ and to place it upon 
the silver star over which is 
written the Latin legend: “Hix 
ex Maria Virgine Jesus 
Christus natus est” (Here, of 
the Virgin Mary, Jesus Christ 
was born). 

Christmas 1958 will begin of- 
ficially at the moment when the 
Patriarch takes the Infant and 
pleces it upon the straw in the 
marble manger where it will 
remain until the Epiphany 
(twelfth night—Jan, 6). 

But if the hillside township 
of Bethiehem comes to life on 
Christmas Eve, elsewhere in 
the Holy Land the festival of 
Christ is largely a “foreign” 
holiday. Only a small minority 
in each of the two countries 
into which the Holy Land is 
aivided, follow the teachings of 
Christ. To the rest, Moslems in 
the Hashemite kingdom of 
‘ordan and Jews in the mod- 
ern state of Israel, Christmas 
is a holy day celebrated by 
others, to be watched with re- 
spect and curiosity. 

And yet. the spirit of the 
festival is evident as both 
Moslem and Jew set aside their 
year-long enmity in honor of 
Christmas and join hand® to 
help Christian pilgrims ‘across 
the uneasy truce fines whien 
divide the Holy Land.

The woodchopper’s home was 
a long walk and the 25-year-old 
Pastor and his companion con- 
served their breaths by saying 
nothing. All the way Father 
Mohr meditated in the atiliness 
of the holy night. Even their 
footsteps were muffled by the 
blanket of soft snow that cover- 
ed the earth everywhere. 


It stopped snowing and the 
sky became brilliant with the 
lights of countless stars flicker- 
ing overhead. On every side 
giant cedars and evergreens re- 
flected] the starlight in jewel- 
like snowflakes, m 


When they arrived at the 
cabin and Father Mohr follow- 
ed the peasant woman through 
the door, he was struck with 
awe by the scene before him. 
He felt as though the centuries 
had rolled backward and that 
he was being permitted a vision 
of the Nativity, 

In a crude cradle lay the sleep- 
ing, curly-haired infant boy, 
while close by the mother rest- 
ed on a bed of pine logs. The

hand comfortingly between his 
calloused palms. 

The Pastor blessed the mother 
and babe, congratulated the 
couple, and went on his long 
trip home alone. Once again 
he was enchanted by the aplen- 
dor of the night. 

Back in his study, warmed 
and inspired by the memory of 


his evening's experience, he 
looked out the window for 
some moments at a star that 


shone more brightly than all the 
others, then went to Ris desk, 
He picked up his quill pen and 
began to write the words of 
what was to become perhaps 
the most beloved Christmas song 
of all time, In Der Christnacht, 


When at last he was satis- 
fied with his verses, Father 
Mohr went to bed for a nap 
before the hour of the Masa. 
He woke up with the lines he 
had written ringing in his head, 
and was moved to go with 
them to Franz Xavier Gruber, 
the church organist, For Gruher 
had suggested a week earlier 
that the Pastor write a song for 
the Christmas service, 


When -Gruber read Father 
Mohr’s moving lines, he im- 
mediately wanted to set them 
to music. Then he remembered 


workable: mice had eaten holes 
in the bellows, 


Father Mohr, looking around 
the room, saw his Italian guitar 
hanging on the wall. “Let this 
be your instrument.” 


T about four in the afternoon 

Gruber was ready to let 
Father Mohr hear what he had 
composed. Gathering up the 
sheets of his notes he hastened 
to the rectory. 

They sang the song together, 
Pastor Mohr in a fine tenor and 
Gruber in a deep base. They 
tried and revised noies until 
both were satisfied. 


That night, in the service, 
they sang it again with the 
guitar accompaniment, after 
which they put the copy in a 
drawer and forgot about it. 
Days passed before the organ 
bellows were replaced by the iti- 
nerant organ-bulider swrnmoned 
to make repairs. When it was 
ready to be played again, Gru- 
ber thought of his Christmas 
anthem. 

The organ-builder, moved by 
the air and its words, asked 
to be allowed to make a copy. 
This he took home and played 
for his friends, 

As the vears passed by In 
Der Christnacht, later called 
Stille Nacht! gradually became 
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a favorite in Austrian and Ger- 


man village churches, Then, in 
1832, a quartet of brothers and 
sisterea named Strasser sang it 
in the market square in Leipzig 
and caught the attention of one 
of the city’s well-known organ: 
ists. He asked them to sing the 
song in the great cathedral of 
Leipzig on Christmas Eve. Con- 
sequently, it came to the ear 
of a publisher, who issued. an 
arrangement of the hymn with- 
out identifying the author or 
composer; they were unknown 
to the singers who brought the 
hymn to Letpeig, 


HIRTY-SIX years after it 
was composed in Oberndorf, 
or in 1854, the cholfr of the 
Imperial Church in Berlin in- 
cluded the hymn in @ program 


sung in the presence of Em- 
peror Frederick Wilhelm IV. 
He was so moved by the an- 


them that as hed of the Prus- 
slan state church he ordered it 
given a place in ail Christmas 
programs in his realm. 


He also made inquiries con- 
cerning the author and com 
poser, and to satisfy his curio 
sity a search was made for 
information that would establish 
thelr identities, When the 
research finally led to Oberndorf, 
Father Mohr had been dead for 
six veare. Gruber was alive to 
receive the imperial congratula- 
tions; he survived until 1863, 

The song went wherever 
German emigrants settled, and 
passed into the church music 
of all the world. It was made 
farnous in the United States and 
Canada by Mme. Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink, who sang HK 
on all her concert tours. 


Gruber, born at Hochburg. 
Austria, on Nov. 25, 1787, the 
son of a weaver, was a musical 
prodigy. The elder Gruber was 
opposed to his son's wasting his 
time on music instead of equip- 
ping himself as an apprentice 
to follow his father’s craft, but - 
a cantor who discovered the 
youth's talent gave him lessons 
in secret. Consequently, Franz 
became a teacher of music and 
village organist in 1807. Then 
eleven years later he met Father 
Mohr, when the latter was made 
assistant vicar of the church in 
which Gruber played.

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is generally accepted that 

Santa Claus derives from St. 
Nicholas, Bishop of Myra in 
Lycia in the 3rd century, who 
became patron saint of Russia 
and of merchants, clerks and 
children.. Few are aware that 
as a legendary figure Santa also 
had other antecedents. 

His physical figure, as general- 
ly recognized today, derives in 
large part from Jan Duvyckinck, 
a New Yorker of Netherlands 
ancestry. Duyckinck was a 
neighbor and frequent visitor 
in the 1820's to the home of 
Clement Clarke Moore. Moore 
was a professor in General 
Theological Seminary who gave 


‘scholarly attention to folklore. 


Through Duyekinck he improv- 
ed his acquaintanceship with 
the usages of the old Dutch 
families of New York, the des- 
cendants of the original settlers 
of the Hudson Valley. Moore

in their adherence to orthodox 
canon. Among these, Father 
Christmas was an annual visi- 
tor to children, on Christmas or 
New Year's Eve. 

For a long time thereafter, 
in New York and surrounding 
colonies, in consequence of the 
melding of the two customs, 
children awaited with mingled 
dread and delightful expectancy 
two different visitors during 
the Christmas season: St. 
Nicholas and Father Christmas, 
for whom there were various 
names,

An explanatory digression is 
in order at this point. The 
concept of a special guardian .or 
watchman over children, who 
bestowed rewards or punish- 
ments on the “good” or the 
“bad” ones, on some seasonal 
or anmual occasion, is a verv 
old one. Parallels existed in 
all early civilizations. During 
the Roman Saturnalia, which 
was observed next to the last 
week of December, schools had 
holidays, trees were decorated, 
gifts were bestowed, and there 
was general merriment. These 
observances went to France and 
Britain with the Roman con- 
querors. They probably had 
become a part of the customs 
of those regions when the con- 
versions of the West to Chris- 
tianity began. Missionaries un- 
der whom the kingdoms of 
Clovis and Ethelbert, in France 
and England, became Chris- 
tian were under instructions to 
adopt popular regional customs 
to Christian usages, 

When the Pilgrims and Puri- 
tans from England settled. in 
America, the festive observance 
of Christmas was forbidden be- 
cause it was still deemed pagan. 
But when New Netherland was 
turned into sNew Yerk, there 
were English fam.lies less strict

brought joy for all. 


Prof. Moore is credited with 
effecting the amalgamation of 
the two characters through 
the popular chord he struck 
with the rousing verses, A Visit 
from St. Nicholas. The om 's 
description of Santa Claus 
became the one generally 
accepted, with the assistance 
of a German-born cartoonist, 
Thomas Nast. A historian, L. 
H. Robbins, wrote, “Looking 
back today, we see that Nast’s 
drawings were only caricatires, 
their details borrowed mostly 
from Moore’s poem. Still, he 
gave the world the best like- 
ness of Santa Claus wp to that 
time.” 


Eventually artists of various 
countries who had _ pictured 
Father Christmas, Pere Noel, 
Kriss Kringle, et al., as tall, 
elfish, thin, round, clad In seal- 
skin, dressed like a bishop, etc., 
did get together on a represen- 
tation of the old fellow some- 
what similar to Nast’s. 


From where did the descrip- 
tion of Santa Claus in A Visit 
from St. Nicholas come? From 
Jan Duyckinek. Members of 
the Moore household said it was 
Jan, their Dutch - neighbor, 
whom Prof. Moore described in 
the poem written at Christmas 
time,

In all 
these records, I was keenly im- 
pressed by the consummate skill 
with which the French wind 
players perform this music, 
which in the hands of less corm- 
petent instrumentalists often 
tends to sound like exercises 
for a miniature military band.

As for the Clarinet Concerto, 
the only work in these three 
discs which is not. allwind, 
Lancelot's performance ranks 
very high among the avVailable 
recordings and has the advan- 
tage of an interesting coupling. 

The recording quality is very 
good on the whole, and being 
priced considerably cheaper 
than other versions, these dises 
should come as a boon to many 
lovers of wind music.

Hongkong 


Christmas means nothing be- 
yond, perhaps, a few days off, 
for most people in the predomi- 
nentiy Chinese population of 
Hongkong. 

Some of them do not even get 
a holiday either at Christmas 
or New Year. For them, it is 
business as usual, with shops 
open, and bhack-street factories 
going full blast. 

But tens of thousands of Chi- 
nese Christians pack © their 
churches, which hold several 
services a day during the Christ- 
mas period. 

A few even have a traditional 


turkey Christmas dinner. ‘ Most 
just add some extra declicacies 
to their normal menu and eat 
Chinese style. 

The European 
however, goes for a “home” 
Christmas, whether “home” be 
Britain, the United States or a 
continental country. 


There are parties, for. the 
children and the grownups. The 
British Armed Services, and 
units of the United States Navy, 
which seem to find that their 
duties bring their ships to Hong- 
kong in force about Christmas 
time, make. special efforts to 
look after the children. 


American sailors are popular 
hosts to the underprivileged tots 
in the colony, who may eat 
their only ice cream of the vear 
aboard @ navy warship. 


Church and welfare organiza. 
tions play a big part in bringing 
Christmas to the older folk, the 
sick and the destitute, with free 
gifts of rice and nooilles. 

One thing this colony never 
gets for a Christmas. present—a 
white Christmas. It is much 
too «warm tm December for 
snow, even on the peaks in the 
New Territories. 


Christmas Weather is almost 
invariably sunny and pleasant, 
with a dry autumn touch rather 
than winter.
